DEATH THREATENED 
TO SECURE SILENCE 


Accused Man Taken Into 
Bibb County, Following 
Rumors of Possible Vio- 
lence. 


Albany, Ga., July 15.—(Special.)— 
That Glen Moore Hudson, the second 
husband of Mrs. Bennie Hudson, 
killed her two little boys, boys by 
a former marriage, Robert and 
Isaiah Temple, aged ten and four- 
teen years, was the statement alleg- 
ed to have been made at the county 
jail here Friday morning by Mrs. 
| Hudson to L. E. Block, former 
sheriff of Early county, and who 
has known her since her infancy. 
The alleged statement, it was 
stated, was heard by attaches of 
the local sheriff's office. Because 
of fears of violence, the man has 
been removed to the Bibb county 
jail. 

The fears that some of the citl- 
zens in the section might attempt 
to take the law in their own hands 
Were occasioned by reports -the 
county officers received that a 
number of people had expressed the 
fear that the statutory law prohib- 
iting a wife from testifying against 
her husband might make it impos- 
sible to convict Hudson, and that 
it would therefore be best to: dis- 
regard the law and lynch the man. 

Mrs. Hudson says that after sh: 
and her husband had prepared to 
come to Albany Tuesday: mornin: 
when she was to begin work in 
a candy factory, Hudson made some 
excuse to return to the house, and 
ordered her to go into the barn 
which is across the road from the 
farm house. He forced her under 
threat of death, she said, to g0 
into the barn, and after he had 
entered the house and closed the 
door, according to her story. she 
heard the children screaming ‘ag if 
being beaten and later heard three 
pistol shots. 

Accuses Husband of Killing. 

She says that when Hudson re- 
turned to the wagon to begin the 
trip to Albany, she accused him of 
killing her children, and he _ re- 
plied, she declared, that it was none 
of her business what he had done, 
and that if she did not keep her 
mouth shut he would kill her, or, 
if placed where he could not kil) 
her, have her killed. She says that 
after reaching Albany after being 
cursed, upbraided and threatened 
all the way, she was no nervous 
that she was not able to count 
when put to packing candy. Her 
employer corroborated thig asser- 
tion. 

Sheriff Tarver stated that Hudson 
said nothing when the officers cail- 
ed at his cell to remove him to 
Macon. The sheriff instructed the 
deputies not to handcuff the pris- 
oner until they were outside Aji- 
bany, to prevent arousing suspicion 
that he was being removed, and to 
keep down the inference that he or 
his wife had made a confession, 
which, it was feared, would lead to 
a lynching. 

Denies Crime. 

When Hudson, for the first time, 
learned of the alleged confession, 
upon his arrival at the Bibb county 
jail, he vehemently protested his in- 
neence, reiterating the assertion 
that he had had nothing to do with 
the slaying of his two stepsons. 

“It’s wrong! It’s wrong! I did not 
@o it!” the accused man was quoted 

as saying in the Macon jail. Depu- 
| ties there said that Hudson secured 
a copy of a newspaper containing an 
account of his wife’s alleged con- 
fession, and after reading it slowly 
three times, had one of the other 
prisoners read it to him, declaring 
his innocence after each reading. 
Signs of Weakening. 

‘Tt was stated by officers that 
both Hudson and his wife had 
shown signs of weakening before 
the alleged confession of Friday 
morning. He is said to have asked 
one of the deputies Thursday if it 
were true that his wife had turned 
axainst him. She indicated Thurs- 
day afternoon, she stated, that she 
would tell more about the affair 
if she were sure that her husband's 
relatives would not take vengeance 
upon her. 
» Officers believe Hudson went 
back to the house Tuesday morn- 
ing and found his stepchildren, 

whom it is gaid he had no use for, 
eating a watermelon which he and 
his wife both stated since the kill- 
ing they had told them to leave 
alone while they were in town, and 
that this enraged him to the point 
of beating them and that when he 
found that he had beaten them 
too severely he decided to kill 
them. Others. believe it was a de- 
liberate scheme to get out of the 
way children not his own and 
whose presence he resented in the 
home. 

Pleaty ef Food. 

The theory that tke children were 
killed on account of poverty be- 
cause the parents had rather see 
them dead than starving. was ut- 
terly onploded in the finding of 
food in abundance at the Hudson 
. home. They had a large brood of 
’> chickens, a cow giving milk, gar- 
dem products, cured meat, butter, 
Jard and other articles of food. 
t uey also had ample clothing and 
Spedding in the home, leaving no 
ta a “motive of starvation to plead. Hud- 


EIGHTH ARREST 
IS MADE IN PROBE 


Sensation Following For- 
mer Developments Is 
Heightened When Mill 
Laborer Is Arrested.

Alleged Attempt to Sell 
the Dead Man’s Hat 
Thought to Have Given 
Officers Clue. 


Milledgeville, Ga., July 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The eighth arrest in the in- 
vestigation of the Carl Watson kill- 
ing mystery was made this morning 
when Homer Marsburn was arrest- 
dd and placed in jail. Marsburn is 
a sawmill laborer working with [Ke 
Seay, who was arrested Tuesday, 
and is now in the Bibb county jail. 

The arrest this morning increased 
the sensation occasioned yesterd y 
by the arrests of Dollie Robertson 
and Barnes Reynolds, following in- 
vestigation by the grand jury, and 
making the seventh arrest in con- 
nection with a case which Was com- 
monly considered a mystery which 
would be solved. 

The five arrested the day before 
were Ike Seay, John Simmons, Genle 
Moran, Jake Brookins and Winnie 
Brookins. Shurley Seay, the 18- 
year-old son of Ike Seay, and who 
enlisted in the army last fall, will 
also be brought here. The young 
man is at present somewhere in 
Texas. The prisoners are distribut- 
ed in the jails of Jones, Bibb, Put- 
nam, Hancock and Baldwin coun- 
ties. The authorities have as yet 
made no announcement relative to 
the nature of the evidence leadi g 
up to the arrests. 

It is asserted that one of the cir-

evidence was an offer by John Sim- 
_mons at the Oconee Brick and Tile 


company’s plant to sell Charlie 
Crosby a hat in which, upon ex- 
amination by Crosby, Carl Watson's 
name was found under the inside 
band. Crosby then told Simmons, 
it is said, that the hat was that of 
a dead man. Simmons is said to 
have replied to a question asking 
how the hat came into his posses- 
sion that Winnie Brookins had 
given it to him. Simmons, it Is 
stated, then threw the hat into a 
nearby furnace. 

Bidding his wife good-by August 
16, 1919, Watson left Midway, a 
suburb of Milledgeville, to accept a 
position, and was not again heard of 
until August 22, i919, when his 
body was found lodged against a 
raft in the Oconee river, his skull 
crushed and a bullet wound through 
his neck. The discovery was made 
by fishermen. So little evidence 
was secured at the time ‘that it was 
believed that the circumstances 
leading up to the man’s death 
would never be brought to light.

Row Over Pastor 


Of Greek Charch 
Taken to Courts 


Creation of State Synod by 
King Constantine Said to 
Have Caused Trouble. 


Peace and harmony which for so 
long have reigned in the local Greek 
Orthodox church, corner Garnett 
and Central avenue, was Friday 
shattered when five members of the 
board of eleven trustees filed in- 
junction proceedings in Judge 
George L. Bell’s divison of superior 
court asking that a new preacher 
who received the vote of six mem- 
bers of the board be restrained 
from presiding in the pulpit. Judge 
Bell set July 25 as the date for 
hearing the injunction proceedings. 

According to the statement of 
S. Georgapolis, local Greek citizen, 
the entire dispute has arisen as 
the result of the recent creation 
of a state synod of the Greek church 
by King Constantine, following his 
return to the Greek throne. 

Mr. Georgapolis claims that the 
local Greek church has always been 
affiliated with the orthodox Greek 
synod at Athens and that the 
church’s affairs have always been 
conducted along lines of democracy. 

He declares that at the recent 
election of trustees six royalists 
were made members of the church 
board, and that these have voted 
to depose Rev. Germanos, pastor 
here for some time. and establish 
a royalist pastor from New York. 
The five democratic members of 
the board, he says, resented this 
action and asked the ihjunction., 

Chris Carlos, another Greek citi- 
zen, on the other hand, states that 
the members of the board obtain- 
ing the injunction were merely dis- 
gruntied at being !n the minority 
and desire to retain Rev. Germanos. 
who it is said, has refused to rec- 
ognize the authority of the holy 
synod of Athens. 

He further declared that the ele- 
ment of royalism and democracy 
does not enter into the situation 
in any way, and that the move- 
ment to secure a new preacher, !n- 
stead of befng political, is intended 
to place the local church in perfect 
standing and harmony with the 
holy Athens synod.

Declaration by Solicitor John A. 
Boykin that his attack upon Aldine 
Chambers at the courthouse Friday 
was the result of prolonged abuse 
and slander, and the statement by 
Mr. Chambers that he was attack- 
ed from behind, followed the fieti- 
cuff between the solicitor and the 
attorney, which occurred in the wit- 
ness room of the grand jury at 10 
o'clock. 

A badly swollen face for Mr. 
Chambers and a broken pair of 
spectacles for the solicitor consti- 
tuted the total damage of the en- 
counter, which came about when 
Attorney Chambers sent'a commu- 
nication to the grand jury, . sug- 
gesting that he was standing out- 
side the grand jury room ready to 
tell all he knew about Solicitor- 
General Boykin and the bunco eyn- 
dicate. 

Eye-witnesses and principals 
agree that Mr. Chambers was stand- 
ing just outside the grand jury 
room, leaning against a radiator. 
The hour was 10 a. m. Mr. Boy- 
kin came out of the grand jury 
room, calling for a witness. See- 
ing Mr. Chambers, he turned and 
struck the former police commis- 
sioner heavily on the face. He fol- 
lowed this with other blows as 
they clinchtd. Mr. Chambers also 
struck Mr. Boykin.

Washington, July 15.—Govern- 
ment business came to a standstill, 
buildings were flooded, street cars 
were congested for hours and 
Washington, fSenerally, was in a 
state of demoralization Friday 
when the worst rain and electrical 
storm in decades swept over the 
city with vivid lightning flashes, 
deafening crashes of thunder and a 
deluge of rain around 3 o'clock. 
The storm did not subside until 
5:30 o'clock. 

Light in all thé government 
bulidings were out and such was 
the pall thrown over the city by 
the black clouds that the rooms in 
all buildings were as dark as night. 
Secretary of State Hughes. working 
over some important dispatches, 
was compelled to use candles for 
light. 

uring the progress of the storm 
lightning struck nearby the White 
House and Special Officer Haas, 
stationed in a booth, just outside 
the executive offices, was huried 
out on his back. Aside from a pain- 
ful strain, however, he miraculous- 
ly escaped injury.

The fact that the disarmament 
conference probably will assem- 
ble on Armistice day, also is ex- 
pected to make his coming cer-

Washington, July 15.—Japan con- 
tinues the great known factor in

In regard to Nippon’s inquiries as 
to just what is to be discussed in 
that portion of the conference de- 
voted to Pacific questions; the Amer- 
ican government makes it clear: 

First. That settlement of problems 
which are the source of friction in 


in hand with any movement for lim- 
iting armaments; and, 

Second. That the United Statas, 
as the inviting nation, naturally 
cannot alone, or in advance of the 
conference, set up a program of 
those subjects in the Far East upon 
which discussion would occur. 

Must Agree Firat. 

In other words, this government 
takes the position that Japan must 
first come in, like the other nations, 
and, after the conference is under 
way, all the participating parties 
will agree upon the agenda for dis- 
cussion, This idea of procedure is 
understood to have been conveyed 
by Secretary Hughes to Japanese 
Ambassador Shidehara during a 
conference between the two held for 
the purpose of clearing up their re- 
spective positions. It also is under- 
stood that a note to this”effect has 
been sent to Japan by Secretary 
Hughes. Hughes outlined the situ- 
ation to the cabinet Friday and there 
was unanimous approval of the 
course he had decided upon. 


Later it was stated on the high- 
est authority, as noted in these dis- 
patches yesterday, that this govern- 
ment regards the eonference as a 
definite certainty, and, while nego- 
tiations are still going on regard- 
ing the date to call it, Nov. 11, 
Armistic day, is virtually certain 
to be agreed upon. 

The concern of this government, 
it is strongly indicated, rests now 
largely in what Japan may do to 
block the agenda on Far Eastern 
questions when the program. cover- 
ing that all-important phase of the 
conference comes up. The vificial 
feeling here, however, ig that once 
the great conference is under way, 
there would be a tremendous bur- 


den of responsibility for any na- 
tion that blocked its progress. 


League Clash Foreseen. 


Meantime, an interesting question 
is commanding the thought of of- 
ficlais and diplomats, namely, the 
effect of the conference and a suc- 
ccssful culmination of its efforts 
on the existing league of nations. 
Already cables report a disposition 
by different powers to consider the 
meeting of the league cummittee on 
disarmament assembling Saturday 
in Paris as foredoomed to purely 
perfunctory activity. Sooner or 
later, the belief is growing here, 
conventions drawn and the scope of 
the work undertaken by the Hard- 
ing conference in Washington will 
4 full tilt into the league of na- 

ons. 

This thought is based on the fact 
that article 20 of the league cove- 
nant pledges the signatories, amonc 
them Great Britain, France, Italy 
and Japan, to “not hereafter enter 
into any engagements” inconsistent 
with the terms wf the league. To 
create a new association o 
—as Harding has 

le to the administration— 
rom e disarmament conference 
in Washington, would Iikely be re- 

garded by.the league as “inconsis- 

tent” with its best interests: and 
even a convention drawn outside 
the league, covering armament lim- 
itation, when machinery for such 
a movement already is provided un- 
der the league nations, might 
be rezarded as tnfitantnes upon the 
league.

AT MURDER TRIAL 
OF KABER WOMAN 


Over Four Hours’ Delib- 
eration Failing to Bring 
Verdict, Twelve Are 
Locked Up for Night. 


DEFENDANT IN FAINT 
AS JURY TAKES CASE

Insanity Is Sole Defense 
Advanced for Actions of 
Wife to Have Husband 


Slain. 


Cleveland, Ohio, July 15.—The 
jury in the case of Eva Catherine 
Kaber, charged with the murder of 
her husband, Dan F. Kaber, had 
not reached a verdict at 10 o’clock 


tonight. It will resume deliberation | 


again at 8 o’clock tomorrow morn- 
ing. 

Her trial on a charge of first de- 
gree murder for plotting the killing 
of her husband by hired assassins 
in their Lakewood home two years 
ago, which has been in progress 
since June 28, ended at 5:50 o’clock 
this evening and the jury was given 
the case. 

Mrs. Kaber, who had sat apparent- 
ly oblivious to the arguments of 
counsel in which the state asked 
that she pay the extreme penalty, 
fainted just as Judge Bernon told 
the jury the case now was in their 
hands. She was carried from the 
courtroom in her chalr. 

Six forms of verdict were given 
the jury, only one of which they 
may return as their decision in the 
case, They are: Guilty of naurder 
in the first degree, which carries 
with it death in the electrio chair; 
first degree murder with a recom- 
mendation for neercy, carrying with 
it life imprisonment, without hope 
of pardon; second degree murder 
carrying life imprisonment, subject 
to pardon by the governor; man- 
slaughter, carrying a penalty of im- 
prisonment from one to twenty 
years; not guilty, giving her abso- 
lute freedom; not guilty on the 
ground of insanity, thus freeing her 
on the charge of murder, but sub- 


jecting her to confinement as an in- 


sane person. 
Insanity Sele Defense. 

In +8 charge to the jury Judge 
Berno a sete should be no con- 
viction it . Kaber was found to 
be. intel. yer at the 
time of the murder. The burden of 
proof that she was insane, howev- 
er, he declared, was upon the de- 
fense. Insanity’ wag the sole de- 
fense, no testimony being offered 
to refute the state’s charge that 
Mrs. Kaber planned the murder of 
her husband. 

County Prosecutor Edward C., 
Stanton opened the state’s argument 
soon after the noon recess. During

CALL FOR CONFRERES

Peace Conferences Re- 
ported as Proceeding 
Satisfactorily, With No 
Breakdown Expected. 


BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

London, July 15.—Another meet- 
in, between Eamonn de Valera and 
Premier Lloyd-George took place 
today, this discussion of the prelim- 
inaries of the hoped for Irish peace 
settlement, lasting about an hour 
and ahalf. At its conclusion it was 
announced the conversation would 
be resumed later, probably next 
Monday. 

In an adjoining room Sir Hamar 
Greenwood, chief secretary for Ire- 
land, Lord Curzon, the forelgn #ec- 
retary; Art O’Brien, president of the 
Gaelic league in London, and Rob- 
ert C. Barton, of the Irish delege- 
tion, were on hand should their 
presence be desired. 

A member of Mr. de Valera’s par- 
ty gave definite assuratce that 
nothing in the nature of a dcadlocl: 
or a breakdown of the conferences 
threatened at any time. Meanwhile, 
Sir James Craig, the Ulster pre- 
mier, arrived in London today from 
Belfast, announcing on his arrival 
that he would see the premier this 
afternoon. Aske@ for expression 
of opinion on the tyteh situation, Sir 
James replied: _ 

Craiz + aan, 

“The less said now, the better.” 

He added, however, that he was 
hopeful. 

Mr. de Valera will qneet Mr. 
Lleyd-George again on Monday, 
while Sir James has summoned 
members of his cabinet to London, 
which would appear to indicate that 
some suggestion worthy of consid- 
eration by the Ulster government 
has come to light. 

It is galid by those in close touch 
with. the negotiations, that there 
ig every prospect that the proposed 
conference of Mr. Lloyd-George, Mr. 
de Valera and Sir James will ma- 
terlalize early next week. 

At the Whitehall entrance to 
Downing street, scenes similar to 
those of yesterday were witnessed 
as the meeting of the British prime 
minister and the republican leader 
was in progress. A large crowd 
awaited Mr. de Valera and cheered 
him as he entered Downing street, 
.epeating the ovation as he and his 
companions left at the close of the 
talk with Mr, Lloyd-George. As 
the conference proceeded prayers 
for its success were sald by the 
crowd in Whitehall, the men and 
women kneeling and reciting the 
rosary, 

Ne Deadleck Seen. 

The fact that no immediate re- 
sumption of the talk between Lloyd- 
George and De Valera was contem- 
plated was not interpreted to mean 
anything like a breakdown of the 
conference or a deadlock in the pre- 
liminary negotiations. 

Those in close touch with the sir- 
uation, indeed, believe the preli:ni- 
naries between the prime minister 
and the republican leader have oeen 
worked out and that the next step 
will be consultations between Mr. 
Lloyd-George and Sir James Craiz, 
the Ulster premier, these probably 
occurring this afternoon. 

The official communique on to- 
day’s conference issued shocily be- 
fore 2 o’clock this afternoon, read: 

“A further conversation between 
Mr. Lloyd George and Mr. deValera 
took place this morning in Down- 
ing etreet and will be resumed at 
a later date, probably Monday.” 

With his interviews with the 
Irish republican leader concluded 
for the time being, Mr. Lloyd 
George this afternoon received Sir 
James Craig. the Ulster premier, 
who arrived from Belfast this 
morning. Sir James went to Down- 
ing street gt 8 o’clock this after- 
noon, going driectly to the cabinet 
room to confer with the prime min- 
ister. 

The Ulster premier left Downing 
street shortly after 5:30 o’clock 
after having been in conference for 
two hours and a half with Mr.

SENATORIAL DIGNITY

McCumber and Reed

Washington, July 15.—The admin<- 
istration won its battle in congress 
today when the senate, responding 
to President Harding’s recent fre- 
quest, recommitted the soldiers’ bo- 
nus bill indefinitely to the finance 
committee.

‘to 29, and was interpreted by demo« 
crats to mean the “death” of the 
bill, but by republican leaders to 
mean postponement for only a few 
months. with no substantial loss to 
war veterans’ beneficiaries. 

Both parties devided on the roll 
call, nine republicans voting against 
while eight democrats joined the 
bulk of republicans for recommittal. 
Republican losses on the vote were 
offset exactly by democratic acces 
sions, as two More republicans were 
paired against recommittal aud 
three more democrats for the mo- 
tion.

DIES ON GALLOWS 


Without Confessing. 


Griffin, Ga., July 15.—(Special.)— 
A prayer upon his lips and a crucifix 
clasped in his manacled hands, Jack 
Kelloy, the young Atlanta man con- 
victed of the murder of Leroy Trex- 
ler, a taxicab driver,- plunged 
through the gallows trap in the rear 
of the Griffin courthouse at 10:40 
o’clock this morning, without con- 
fessing the crime for which his hfe 
was forfeited to the law. Neither 
in the enclosure wherein the law 
consummated its vengeance, nor in 
all the -throng in ‘the streets 
outside, was one single friend of 
Jack Kelloy save Father Hasson, the 
Catholic priest who administered the 
last sacrament to the doomed man, 
and who placed in the cuffed hands 
the emblem of the Catholie faith in 
which he died. He had requested 
his wife in Atlanta to come to him 
and bid him a last good-bye, but 
she did not come. To his sister-in- 
law he had telegraphed the same re- 
quest, and she did not come. 

As the death trap gaped to re- 
ceive its victim, there was silence in 
the gathering outside, and. as the 
rope above the trap door through 
which Jack Kelloy had -entered into 
eternity swayed slightly in the dy- 
ing agony of Kelloy, all knew that 
never again would his favorite song.

Miss Johnson would come 
down to the jail in the evenings 
and talk to him through the bars. 
Last night Kelloy sang his last sere- 
nade. Twice he sang. “When I Am 
Gone, You'll Soon Forget.” Outside, 
the people called for more, but he 
told them that he was tired, and 
that he wanted to read his Bible. 

Kelloy read his prayerbook by the 
flare of an oll lamp in his cell until 
alate hour. He slept for only three 
hours, from 1:45 o’clock until 4:45. 
Then the priest came, administered 
the last sacrament, and stayed with 
him until the end. Mrs. Freeman, 
the wife of the sheriff, this morn- 
ing took him a litae souguet of ti- 
ger lilies she had plucked in her 
front yard. “Thank you, s0 muche 
Flowers are my best friends,” Kel- 
loy told her. 

Carried to Execution. 

Sheriff W. L. Freeman drove up 
to the rear of the jail in a curtain- 
ed automobile at 1:40 o’clock, and 
carried Kelloy away to the place 
of execution, fenced off from the 
view of the large crowd. Outside the 
enclosure, a hearse waited. 

After Kelloy mounted the plat- 
form, he lifted his eyes to the sky. 
“I thank you very much. Every- 
one of you,” he said. “I have made 
s>) many good friends here, and | 
ask you to pray for me. I am dying

The black cap was placed over 
Kelloy’s head, and the crucifix in his 
hands. A moment later the trap 
was sprung. Kelloy will be buried 
in Griffin tomorrow. 

Story of Killing. 

Leroy Trexier, of whose murder 
Kelloy .-was convicted, was killed 
September 10, 1920, on the -Damas- 
cus road, a few miles from Griffin. 
Trexler was the driver of a taxicab 
in which Kelloy had hired him to 
drive from Atlanta. The body of 
Trexler was found near the road, 
and Kelloy was arrested in Macon, 
after having been sgen driving the 
taxicab alone, 

Following his trial and convic- 
tion, attempts were made to save 
him from the death penalty on the 
grounds of insanity. These failed, 
however, and a report that he was 
sane was on Thursday returned to 
the governor, thus removing his last 
hope. According to available rec- 
ords, this was the first legal hang- 
ing in Spaulding county in about 50 
years.

| CHARGES ARE MADE

The alleged fraud was 
uncovered by N. Duckett, negro in- 
spector for the company. who call- 
ed upon a number of negroes whose 
names were signed to sick benefit 
certificates, and to whom the claims 
were supposed to have been paid. 
In no Instance, according to state- 
ments by Duckett, was one found 
who had made a sick claim or who 
had been visited by Dr. Lockhart, 
who had signed the claimg on which 
Payments were made. It is alleged 
that Lockhart and Coleman divided 
the money between themselves,

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By Pastor in Fight 
Following Sermon 


Dalton, Ga, July 15.—(Specia!l.)— 
Judge M. C. Tarver was this after- 
noon severely bitten on the left arm 
by Rev. Mr. Burgess during a fight 
between the minister and the jurist 
in the courthouse here. No charge 
has been made against either of cae 
combatants, who were separated by 
a number of courthouse officiais aft- 
ér several blows had been struck. 

The altercation was the outgrowth 
of remarks in a sermon in Cisco 
Sunday by Mr. Burgess. The min- 
ister said in the sermon that sev- 
eral representatives of the law were 
not in sympathy with the strict cn- 
forcement of the prohibition laws, 
and that in the office of “the judge 
of this circuit” liquor might be 
found at any time. 

The remarks were reported to 
Judge Tarver by a friend, and upon 
meeting Mr. Burgess in front of the 

ostoffice here this afternoon, Judge 
Ferver asked him for an explana- 
tion of the remarks. The minister 
is said to have replied that the re- 
marks were in accordance with Mme 
information. After some words they 
separated. 

Judge Tarver went into the court- 
house, and Mr. Burgess, after going 
down the street for some distance 
and meeting his wife, followed the 
judge into the courthouse, it is e- 
ported. The jurist and the minister 
again encountered each other in the 
hall outside the juage’s office in the 
courthouse. 

There were some words, it is wtat- 
ed, which culminated in the preacher 
calling the judge a liar. Blows fol- 
lowed, and, it is reported, after the 
pastor had been struck in the face. 
he clinched with the judge and bit 
him in the arm. frhey were sepa- 
rated by officials. 

While a member of the grand jury 
at the last’ term of court, Mr. Bur- 
gess was elected a member of. the 
county board of education by che 
grand jury. As the law does not 
permit election to this office by the 
grand jury, State Superintendent 
Brittain declined to issue a com- 
mission to Mr. Burgess. and Juige 
Tarver appointed a member to fill 
the vacancy until the next election. 


CHIEF AND DEPUTIES 
VICTIMS OF SHOOTING 


Knoxville, Tenn., July 15.—A spe- 
cial to The Journal and Tribune 
from Middlesboro, Ky., says: 

Three men' were killed and four 
were seriously wounded at Lynch, 
in a pistol duel about 11 o’clock 
this morning, according to advices 
reaching here late this afternoon. 
The duel followed an attempt of 
officers to place three men who 
resisted arrest in custody. The dead 
are: Bill Holeomb, chief of po- 
lice; Jim Goldiron, deputy sheriff.

President of | the Textile 
Union Says South-Wide 


‘Walkout Is Not Now 
Contemplated. 


Charlotte, N. C., July 15.—“A gen- 
eral strike in the textile mills of 
the south is not included in present 
plans, in the light of new conditions 
and new developments,” said Thom- 
as F. McMahon, president of the 
United Textile Workers of America, 
in a statement issued here late to- 
day. 

The statement followed confer- 
ences with committees and delega- 
tions of the textile workers, about 
8,000 of whom have been on strike 
since June 1, when a score of mills 
at Charlotte, Concord aad Kanna- 
pokis, N. C., were closed. McMa- 
hon arrived from New York early 
today. 

“The three chains of mills to 
which the strike is now confined 
are sufficient for us to show the 
Owners that we mean business,” 
said the union chief. “At present 
We &@re not planning to extend the 
Strike but will concentrate our fe- 
forts now among the workers al- 
ready out.” 

Another development of the day 
in textile circles was the announce- 
ment that the Atherton cotton mills 
and the Charlotte spinning mfil 
would close by the managements 
next Monday for an indefinite period 
on account of lack of orders. These 
mills were not affected by the June 
strike.

Washington, July 15.—(By Consti- 
‘tution Leased Wire.)—Eugene Mey- 
er, Jr.. managing director of the 
War Finance corporation, today 
stated that, in response to the tel- 
6gram to the Federal International 
Banking Company of New Orleans, 
regarding the financing of cotton 
for export, which recently was 
made public, the following tele-' 
Sram has been received from the 
president of the company: 

“Will endeavor to work out plan 
which we think can be gatisfactvuri- 
ly done whereby conditions you 
mention can be observed and con- 
siderable quantities of cotton <ealt 
with.” 

This telegram, according to Mr. 
Meyer, has been followed up bv a | 
tentative propoeition involving the 
financing of 25,000 to 450,000 bales 
of cotton for export. 

Mr. Meyer stated, also, that the 
loang of $5,000,000 on Mississippi 
delta cotton, announced last week, 
hes led to preliminary discussions 
with reference to financing 300,000 
bales of cotton in one district, 200,- 
000 bales 1M another and 9,000,000 
bushels of wheat in the northwest, 
and that, while it is too soon to 
say whether any of these transac- 
tions will be consummated,.the In- 
quirieg indicate that the cotton ard 
grain interests are endeavoring to 
devise methods by which, in co- 
operation with the War Finance cor- 
poration, adequate financing may 
be provided to take care of some 
of the so-called surpluses of these 
commodities. 

“It has been my opinion for some 
time,” said Mr. Meyer, “that many 
of the so-called surpluses are more 
apparent than real; that, in fact, 
they are the result of a shifting of 
the burden of carrying stocks from 
the - manufacturers, wholesalers, 
jobbers and retailers to the- pri- 
mary producers and the semaller 
banks that finance them. As soon 
as our merchants get the necessary 
assurance that the bottom will not 
drop out of prices from the present 
levels, and as goon as they begin 
to feel that they are safe in resum- 
ing the carrying of normal stocks, 
a considerable part of the present 
apparent surpluses will disappear 
from the hands of the primary pro- 
ducers and their bankers and will 
be more evenly distributed in the 
various processes of trade that nor- 
mally intervene between the pro- 
ducer and the consumer.”

MERGER WITH ATLANTA 
OPPOSED IN KIRKWOOD 


Kirk woog.ctt citizens who eppose the 
proposed merger with Atlanta as 
sembled in open air meeting Friday 
night at Kirkwood city hall. 

Proponents of the merger were 
invited to the mieeting but it was 
found that none took advantage of 
the invitation. . 

An address on the disadvantages 


of annexation was made by T. J. 
Bryan, Kirkwood’s mayor. Mr. 
Bryan denied the-reports said to be 
prevalent in Atlanta that Kirkwood 
was virtually bankrupt. He said 
they were the result of slandering 
tongues which would ruin the little 
city, and that they were in every 
instance attributable to erroneous 
impressions created by false reports 
to those advocating annexation. 
nocks Atlanta Police. 

He said that Kirkwood did not 
want the kind of police protection 
that Atlanta furnished, He declar- 
ed that Kirkwood, with its one po- 
liceman, “was ‘safer than Atlanta 
with its hundreds,” for. he said, 
“Kirkwood is a peace-loving, resi- 
dential community, without’ the 
money-mad element which is bound 
to create trouble.” 

The mayor ridiculed the possibili- 
ty of being assured better schools 
by a merger, quoting a recent ar- 
ticle by Superintendent W. A. 
Sutton, in which it was stated that 
indications eos that Atlanta may 
not be able open her schools un- 
til January, 1922, because of finan- 
cial difficulties. No such conditions 
were to be encountered in Kirkwood, 
he declared, and everything would 
be in readiness for opening of her 
schools pramersy on the first Mon- 
— = eptember. 

J. Davidson, M. S. Johnson, 
ae ‘Paul J. Talbot, temporary chair- 
man of the meeting, also spoke. 

Ww. Saunders, former council- 
man, submitted figures showing the 
financial condition of Kirkwood to 
be absolutely sound. He denied that 
Atlanta’s city council could legally 
promise to do certain things for 

irkweod in case the merger mate- 
rializeg. Atlanta’s council, he de- 
clare@, could only recommend that 
the succeeding council take certain 
action in regard to the new addition. 

This, he said, had already been 
done, as the Atlanta council has 
adopted: a resolution in which it 
had .recommended to the 1922 coun- 
cil that Kirkwood be given all of 
the things upon which the merger 
was based, better schools, lower 
taxes, fire and police protection. 

Mr. Saunders called attention. to 
Edgewood, charging that since its 
annexation with Atlanta, it had not 
been benefited in any way, and that 
instead of being a separate city, it 
had dwindled into a ward, lost its 
identity and its governing powers, 
and that he knew many residents of 
Edgewood had become dissatisfied 
after their merger. 

The mayor and council of Kirk- 
wood, Mayor Bryan declared, are 
ready at any time to submit the 
merger question to a vote of the 
people. 

The mayef said he had hoped that 
those favoring the merger would 
attend Friday night’s meeting, in 
order that some definite agreement 
could be reached regarding submit- 
ting the matter to the people for 
a vote. 

In the meantime, opposition lead- 
ers stated, they are systematically 
organized to combat any and all 
efforts the advocates may make, and 
feel confident that the proposed 
merger will ultimately result in 
failure. It was declared that many 
who had signed the petition favor- 
ing annexation had reconsidered and 
had withdrawn their signatures. 

A petition, signed by the oppos- 
ing element, was cifculated at Fri- 
day night’s. meeting and received 
many new signatures. It was short 
and specific, containing only the 
following words: 

“We, the undersigned, hereby an- 
nounce our opposition to any merger 
with the city of Atlanta.”’ 

Additional meetings are to be held 
in the near future, subject to call 
of the chairman.

For Resuscitation 


Chicago, July 15.—An organized 
Zang, banded together to seize bod- 
ies cut from the gallows and resusci- 
tate them by means of pulmotors, 
was revealed today by Walter E. 
Boeger, attorney for Harry Ward, 
the “lone wolf bandit,” who was 
hanged today. 

Boeger said that before the hang- 
ing he was approached by a stranger 
with an offer to attempt to resusci- 
tate Ward. He proposed that the 
body be obtained immediately after 
the hanging and taken to an under- 
taker, where the effort to revive life 
would be made. Boeger refused the 


‘offer, and told the authorities who 


held the body in the jail an hour 
after Ward had been pronounced 
dead.

A new angle in the case of T.

will give Harris a preliminary 
hearing on the criminal charge of 
conspiring to kill to determine 
whether there is sufficient evidence 
to hold him on the latter charge.

Government Plans 
To Aid Business 
Told by Hoover 


Chicago, July 15.—Points in Presi- 
dent Harding’s program for g0ov- 
ernmental assistance in the recov- 
ery of commerce and _ industry 
were outlined by Secretary Hoover 
in an address here today before the 
National Association of Real Es- 
tate Boards. 

“This great economic program of 
our president,” Mr. Hoover § said, 
“includes revision of our tax sys- 
tem, reduction of governmental ex- 
penditures, settlement of the tariff, 
reorganization of the federal ma- 
chinery for more efficient ‘service, 
reorganization of our mercantile 
marine, refunding of foreign loans; 
relief of the world from armament, 
assistance to exporters of our com- 
modities, upbuilding and safeguard- 
ing of our foreign commerce, as- 
sistance to our farmers by mobili- 
zation of private credit, expeditious 
settlement of the obligations of the 
government to the railways, encour- 


agement to development of our 
great power resources, the sys- 
tematic elimination of wastes in 


production and research and educa- 
tion upon improvements in our pro- 
cesses of production and distribu- 


on. 

“The question of the purpose and 
Place of the government in. expe- 
diting economic recovery is raised 
in Washington every hour of the 
day,” Mr. Hoover continued. “We 
are flooded with economic patent 
medicines that would evade the 
stern law of* economic § hygiene. 
The question of what the govern- 
ment can do becomes in part a 
question of our whole attitude to- 
ward social and economic questions. 
Unless we would destroy individual 
initiative and drive ourselves 
straight into nationalization or pa- 
ternalism, the government cannot 
undertake to reduce or raise wages, 
to deal in commodities, no matter 
how it is camouflaged.” 

One of the most difficult prob- 
le> s, the secretary declared, is 
that of housir~. Estimating that 
nearly sixty per ent of the popu- 
lation are living as tenants, he as- 
serted that “nothing is worse than 
an increased tenantry and landlord- 
ism in the country.” 

There are, he contended, three 
fields in which the government can 
be of assistance in remedying the 
housing situation. 

“First,” he said, “the government 
must as a matter of primary 
duty. drive every combination out 
of business that attempts to restrain 
trade. Second, the government, to 
some degree, directly or indirectly. 
cortrols or obstructs the flow of 
credits and it, therefore, has a re- 
sponsibility toward this part of the 
problem. Third, the government 
een and should interest itself in 
dissemination of information, in a 
scientific study of certain problems 
in materials end methods and in 
co-operation with the industries to 
receive voluntary reduction in 
wastes, that the costs of homes 
may be decreased.” 


Railroad Reports 
OnCropProspects 
Are Encouraging 


*Chicago, July 15.—Crops this year 
will generally be plentiful and their 
diversity greater than ever before, 
according to reports from presidents 
of thirty leading railroads and a 
number of agricultural publications 
gathered here by the standard farm 
papers. The reports, in greater part 
for July 1, summarized by this 
agency include: rae Se 

“There is a reduction of acreage 
of cotton and tobacco amounting to 
about 30 per cent in the territory of 
the Atlantic Coast Line, which is 
offset by increases in sweet pota- 
toes, early fruit and truck crops. 
‘The south is undergoing an eco- 
nomic change that will, if continued 
for a few years. make her farmers 
independent,’ reports the president 
of the railroad. 

“Peaches and watermelons in pro- 
fusion,” is the story from the Caro- 
linas told by the Seaboard Air Line 
railway. “Tobacco and cotton acre- 
age shows a decrease while grains 
and forage crops are normal. The 
supply of citrus fruits from Florida 
will be about the same as last year, 
the railroad reports. 

“The editors of the agriculural 
publications heard from report as 
favorably on the condition of the 
crops and see improvement in the 
economic condition over last year.”

Governor Thomas W. Hardwick is 
expected Saturday afternoon to an- 

ounce his decision on a written re-

Marketing System 
For Farmers Urged 
By Martin Amorous 


Declaring that the federal re- 
serve board has caused the present 
finaneial depression, and assailin: 
the board as the agency which “has 
broken down the southern farmer,” 
Martin Amorous, well-known Cobb 
county planter, addressing a lunch- 
eon of the Atlanta Insurance  ex- 
change on Thursday, adyocated the 
co-operative marketing syster 
which is being urged in the state 
as a means of restoring the buying 
power of the farmers. 

Cotton is the only crop which can 
be raised. in Georgia as a big money 
producer, he declared, and the pres- 
ent system of marketing is weak. 
Under the co-operative plan, he 
said, farmers would get their price 
quotations from the cotton exchang: 
formed by growers from eaci stat 
in the cotton belt. Under such a 
system overproduction would be 
practically impossible, because the 
surplus would be stored in ware- 
houses maintained by the /market- 
ing association. 

It is hoped to locate headquarters 
of the association in Atlanta, Mr. 
Amorous told the insurance men, 
and if such ig the case Atlanta 
rould be the storage point for 
more than 1,000,000 bales of cotton. 

“You insurance men should De vi- 
tally interested in such an agsocia- 
tion,” he said, “for the large quan- 
tity of cotton that will be stored 
must be insured. There are thou- 
sands of bales of uninsured eotton 
in south Georgia, lying Out in the 
weather. Under the co-operative 
plan such a thing would not hap-

Following several days of wan- 
dering from hotel to hotel in the 
company of strange men and a trip 
to Villa Rica with George Estes 
and J. B. Bradbury, who later told 
the police of their part in the case, 
the girl was taken home Thursday 
by T. L. Dempsey, of the American 
Auto and Radiator works, to whom 
She had told a pitiful story of her 
suppqsed abduction and mijstreat- 
ment. ; 

According to the statement Gay 
made to the police, the girl came to 
the store where he is a salesman 
last Friday morning and made a 
purchase. She seemed to be “flip” 
as Gay expressed it and after a 
talk with her he made a date for 
6 o'clock that evening. 

The two then went.to a smal] 
downtown hotel. according to Gay, 
and registered as H. L. Smith ard 
wife, remaining there until 7:45 
o'clock, 

Claims Bad Treatment. 

Gay says he advised the girl to 
go back home, “She refused,” said 
he. “and she said she intended to 
remain the rest of the night in the 
hotel]; that she was badly treated 
‘at home and did not want to re- 
turn. I left her at 7:45 o'clock.” 

The police found that she had re- 
mained the rest of the night at 
the hotel, going to another Satur- 
+ sand night and to sfill a third Sun- 
ag. 

Tuesday afternoon she met Estes 
and Bradbury, according to her ad@- 
mission, and drove with them to 
Villa Rica. The men learned of 
her identity through a story of the 
alleged abduction in The Constitue 
tion and put her on a train for At- 
ianta, Later tney told Sheriff 
Bradbury about the affair. He ac- 
companied them to the Atlanta po- 
lice’ Thursday afternoon, to whom 
they told their story and were re- 
leased.

Two election man- 
azers shall assist illiterate voters 
in preparing their ballots. 

Senator Jones detlared that he 
had made an exhaustive study of 
the Australian system and was 
thoroughly convinced that it would 
work for the good of the state. 
He declared that a]] but two states 
in the union now have the system 
in operation and that no state has 
ever discarded the plan after 
adopting it. 

Senator Nix declared that he was 
not opposed to the measure pro- 
vided it should be left up to the 
individual eounties to use their 
discretion in adopting it. He de- 
clared that there are many coun- 
ties in the state where *the plan 
would not work successfully and 
that it should not be forced upon 
these counties against their will. 

"Some counties do not want to 
zo through ali this red tape and 
will not do so.” he stated, 


Jackson Motion Lost, 


A motion was made by Senator 
Jackson of the 2ist to reconsider 
the action of the senate of Thurs- 
day in passing the bill requiring 
the Bible to be read in the public 
schools of the state. His motion 
was lost by a 26 to 13 vote. 

Among local bills passed by the 
senate was a bill by Senator Foy 
of the Ist, which extends the city 
limits of Savannah so as to in- 
clude Hutchinson island and the 
factory districts.

Women of America 


W antW orld League, 
Straw Vote Shows 


The male electorate of America 
may have “definitely rejected the 
league of nations,” as President 
Harding phrases it, but women vot- 
ers of the country are overwhelm- 
ingly in favor of it, according to 
returns upon queetionnairegs sent 
out by The Woman Citizen, pub- 
Wshed in New York. 

In its issue of July 16 The Wom- 
an Citizen will declare that women 
of America want the league of na- 
tions and that many deserted the 
republican party in order to cast 
their ballots to insure entrance of 
this country into some kind of a 
world league. 

"These votes have come from all 
parts of the country,” saye The 
Woman Citizen. “They give- a 
cross-section of the votes and opin- 
ions of the most intelligent part of 
the woman electorate of the United 
States. 

“The results show that 92.56 per 
cent of all the women who voted 
either the republican or the demo- 
cratic ticket did so ‘believing that 
the United States would join the 
league of nationg in some ferm, 
while 7.5 per cent voted ‘belleving 
that the United States would not 
join the league of nationg in any 
form.’ Eleven voterg only said that 
the league was not taken into con- 
sideration in their choice. Many 
pecifically stated that they were 
republicans, or would have voted 
the republican ticket ff it had not 
been for the league issue.”

Won’t Help the Weaker Outfits 


This silly talk about splitting the 
Southern league season has again 


bobbed up and will probably be 
used as space—killers in Nashville, 
New Orleans. Little Rock and the 
other cities that are clamoring that 
the Memphis Chicks, by jumping 
off to a great lead, have teken all 
the interest out of the campaign. 
The officials who advocate the split 


say that their teams would stand a 
better chance should they be given 
another start. 

Which is all-tommyrot. There 
have been few slips in the ad- 
vance dope that was handed out 
during the spring. Memphis looked 
to be the strongest at that time; 
Birmingham had enough of Iast 
year’s stars left to make them for- 
midable enough to be reckoned for 
second place, and the Pelicans and 
the Crackers were told off for a 
merry battie for third place. We 
are not holding u~ our end of it 
so far, but the locals are in fourth 
position, not so very far behind the 
Dobbers. 

Chattanooga, Nashville: and Mo- 
bile looked no better than they did 
last year, and Little Rock wags ac- 
knowledged to be weak. They’re 
holding down the second division 
and the chances are that they. will 
be doing the same thing when the 
campaign draws to a close. 

Now here's the point. A_ split 
season would arouse renewed in- 
terest for a few days, but the teams 
that are losing now would soon 
start to lose with the same con- 
sistency, and the ones that are 
winning now would have about the 
same rating in the second half. 
The weak teams are losing because 
they are weak and the strong out- 


fits are winning because they’re 


strong. Luck is playing only a 
small part in the campaign—the 
breaks are coming to the *lubs that 
are powerful enough to make the 
best of them, which is just about 
the case in every season in every 
league, 


This foolish plan originated in 


New Orleans arid at the time the 
call for the split was raised, the 
Pels ‘were waging the best battle 
for consideration with Memphis, 
but. since then, John Dobbs’ men 
have gradually dropped until the 
are just about at their level. Thir 
or fourth position is the speed of 
the Pels and they wouldn't finish 
one peg higher if forty races were 
run this summer. 

Memphis has the best team in the 
league—let’s adngt it right now 
and fight it out for the other 
Places and trust ta goodness that 
we get stronger teams next year. 


Quit Yelling Split 
And Start Building. 


President Sloan, of the Nashville 
club, is one of the advocates of 
the split season, and we are forced 
to believe that Mr. Sloan could 
spend some of the energy he is 
wasting in this plan to good ad- 
vantage in building up the Vols, 
who are stumbling in the wilder- 
ness. 

For instance, Mr. Sloan could es- 
tablish a big league connection that 
would turn over enough players to 
make the Nashville club stronger; 
then he could get a real manager 
and not have to depend on one of 
the players to keep the outfit from 
going to the bow-wows; and again, 
he could spend a little money in 
chasing down hall playing talent 
that might look good in the South- 
ern league. 

The split saason would accom- 
plish no good for the Vols. The 
fans of that city are weary of los- 
ing, 9nd we can blame nothing on 
the framers of the Southern 
league’s constitution, who fixed it 
so that changing the schedule and 
wrecking the legislation provided 
in the rules would not be easy. 

Nashville fans don’t care a 
whoop whether the season is split 
or not. What they want is a win- 
ning ball club and there never was 
a schedule that could make a win- 
ner unless it was helped out by the 
other things that brings players to 
a club—money, brains, etc. 


Maryland’s racing commission 


has made a move which, while it 
seems a compromise decision, may 
avert the turf war which has been 
threatened since early spring over 
the Bedwell-Shilling controversy. 

The Maryland commission, still 
Bedwell in 
his fight to get back into good 
standing on the turf, has licensed 
him to train horses and race them, 
in spite of the fact that the Jockey 
club has Bedwell under the ban. 
Such a straight decision would have 
meant turf war this fall, as soon as 
racing is resumed in Maryland, and 
the resulting action of all Jockey 
club tracks barring horses. owners 
and jockeys racing on Maryland 
tracks. 

It also would have meant that one 
of the Maryland tracks would have 
packed the Jockey club and that 
more trouble would have ensued. 
The Maryland commission, however, 
in granting Bedwell a_ license, 
stated that each racing association 
Was at liberty to use its own judg- 
ment regarding accepting Bedwell 
and his entries. Which means that 
three of the Maryland associations 
probably will take Bedwell! and his 
horses, while the fourth, which is 
loyal to the Jockey club, will de- 
cline to recognize him. 

The situation in the Bedwell-Shil- 
ling case is still tense, and the 
chances -of a finish fight are only 
lessened by the decision. The hope 
is, however, that it paves the wav 
to a settlement. If all the Maryland 
associations reject Bedwell, as the 
majority of owners and trainers 
think they should do, the trouble 
would involve only half a dozen 
men and a Stable of horses rather 
than the entire racing world. 


The one thing on which no 
compromise that is real can 
ever be effected is on a matter 
of principle. 


That trial of the White Sox tin 
Chicago brings the real showdown 
at last. The thing that has wor- 
ried the baseball fans and the true 
lovers of the sport ever since the 
oxposure of the world series scan- 
dal of 1919 has not been whether 
the gullty players were punished or 
not. but whether the ball players as 
a body supported them. The evi- 
dence has been that the majority 
of the players, if not in sympathy 
with crookedness, were at least in- 
clined mot to feel unkindly toward 
the players who disgraced the sport. 
Some, it is true, have bitterly re- 
sented the fact that their business 
was disgraced and the fair name of 
the sport smeared. But too many 
of then? showed more resentment 
against the persons who compelled 
the exposure than toward the guilty 
ones. They dared not openly con- 
done crookéd work, but they took 
the attitude: 

“They ain’t ®o worse than some 
of them owners.” 

This attitude of sympathy toward 
the accused has been strengthened, 
and so strong has it become that 
the defense felt itself sure of the 
testimony of players of other teams; 
Sure enough to cal] them in swarms 
to testify to the character of. the 
accused players. 


It is encouraging at least to 
know that there mever has been 
a man 20 bad that he could not 
find a few character witnesses 
te swear he was a saint. 


The insinuations and the open 
charges made by players_since this 
scandal swept baseball, directed 
against owners, should be the next 
step of Commissioner Landis. Play- 
ers who have been saying and hint-

ing that certain owners and man- 
agers are as bad as the players 
were accused of being should be 
called before the commissioner and 
given an opportunity to tell what 
they know—if anything. : 


The truth is that Commissioner 
Landis is having difficulty in reach- 
ing the facts in cases where rumors 
attach the names of men to scan- 
dalous charges. He has hardly 
scratched the ground as yet, and 
some of the men prominently men- 
tioned in the whispering chorus 
have not evén been under suspicion. 

In fact, the policy of the majority 
of persons in baseball (the busi- 
ness) has been more than willing to 
“let the thing die out,’”’ and ‘perhaps 
they sincerely believe it will die out 
—which it will not. 


The saddest part of the condition 
now existing is this: that the big 
hope of cleaning baseball and keep- 
ing it clean lies with the players. 
They alone can stop crooked work. 
If the honest players will tell the 
manager or the owner, or the re- 
porters, when crooked work is at- 
tempted, crookedness can be pre- 
vented absolutely and stopped al- 
most as soon as it is tried—which 
it never would be if the honest 
players acted. 

When crookedness commenced to 
creep into the sport the honest play- 
ers knew it. They knew Chase was 
“pulling off something.” They were 
wise to Lee Magee weeks before any 
whisper of dishonesty reached out- 
side. They knew that. “something 
was coming off’ in the world series. 
Not fewer than a hundred ball play- 
ers had information that somethin« 
was doing when that series started. 

They kept quiet—so quie that per- 
sons seeking information to verify 
suspicions were rebuffed and told 
there was nothing in it. A false 
sense of loyalty to fellow players. 
fear of being called a “squealer,” 
caused them to remain silent and 
allow dishonest players to rob them 
and the public. 

There were a few with honor 
enough and courage enough to 
force the facts out. It is to be 
hoped that while this nasty mesg ts 
being stirred up again in the courts 
the public will be told plainly just 
which players had the guts and the 
honesty to denounce the crooks. 

Let the entire story of the White 
Sox team be told. and the fans will 
root hard for at least four fellows 
who were on that ill-fated team.

PAYMENT. OF ALLIED 
DEBTS 15 DISCUSSED 


| Argument in Senate Strong 
Against Any Suggestion 
of Cancellation. 


Washington, July 15.—Refunding 
of the allied debts got into the sen- 
ate debate today, Senator Reed, 
democrat, Missouri, stating he was 

lad at least that the public had 
een apprised of proposals by Great 
Britain that the interallied debts 
be cancelled. He referred to the 
letter of Premier Lloyd-George to 
President Wilson and Chancellor 
Chamberlain's cablegram, and 
added: 

“Great Britain did seriously sug- 
gest that the United States should 
enter into an agreement to, forgive 
the indebtedness of other European 
nations and the British premier 
and chancellor of the exchequer, it 
is now shown, made that proposal.” 

Senator Reed also read a state- 
ment accorthpanying the budget pre- 
sented this year to the British par- 
liament in which it was stated that 
“it 1s to be hoped” that it will not 
be necessary to provide for all of 
the interest on the foreign debt next 
year. The Missouri senator criti- 
cized failure of the treasury to 
take any steps toward refunding ot 
the debts in the three years since 
the end of the war and also de- 
clared the debts were contracted in 
plain violation of the law, in that 
the debtor nations were not required 
to furnish bonds. 

The senator’s statement brought 
a reply from Senator Glass, demo- 
crat, Virginia, former secretary of 
the treasury, who declared the 
treasury under his administration 
never had given support to any pro- 
posal involving cancellation of the 
inter-allied debts. Mr. Giass read 
a cablegram received from Pesident 
Wilson while the latter was at the 
Paris peace conference, saying that 
he was keeping “a close watch” on 
the matter of America’s loans and 
assuring his treasury secretary that 
thepe was no necessity to worfy over 
ot 4 Sess that American forgive her 
ebt. 

Senator Glass also quoted from a 

message which he sent in March, 
1918, to the finance ministers of the 
allied, nations, declaring that the 
American treasury would not assent 
to any proposal! to write off, con- 
solate, or reapportion foreign loans 
made by the United States. The 
message added that the American 
treasury was disposed to suspend 
extension of credits to any nations 
participating in any discussion hav- 
ing such an aim.

Former Destroyers 
Of Germany Sunk 
By U. S. Shellfire 


On Board the Destroyer Sicard, en 


route to Norfolk, Va., July 15.—(By ° 


the Associated Press.)—The former 
German destroyers V-43 and S-132 
were sunk this evening by the com- 
bined shell fire of the destroyers 
Leary and Herbert and battleships 


Florida and Delaware of the Atlan- 
tic fleet. They went down as a point 
75 miles off the Virginia capes 
Known as a graveyard once for ene- 
my vessels turned over to the Unit- 
ed States after the world war. 

The V-43, after being hit twice 
by the Leary, finally was accounted 
for by the Florida, which scored 
time after time with shells from 
her starboard battery of seven 6- 
inch destroyer defense rifles, each 
of which spoke 20 times. Twenty 
nine minutes after the Florida open- 
ed fire at a range of 7,500 yards, 
the former enemy craft went down, 
stern up. 

The S-132 was hit four times 
from shells of the four-inch rifles 
of the Hubert and was officially 
described then as in a sinking con- 
dition. She was finished off by the 
munners of the Delaware, who gave 
a great exhibition of marksman- 
ship, registering hit after hit, with 
shells from the battleship’s second- 
ary battery. The S-132 remained 
afloat, however, for two hours and 
five minutes after the Delaware 
ceased firing, going down at 7:07 
p. m. Bach of the destroyers fired 
thirty shots from three rifles. There 
was a high wind and heavy sea 
and as they rolled and bobbed like 
tops, they furnished very unsteady 
platforms for their gunners. Some 
naval officers observing the tests, 
deelared that it was little short of 
remarkable that the destroyers 
were able to register in such a sea. 

The Leary got two out of thirty 
shots at a range varying from 6,- 
000 to 7,500 yards and a 15-kKnot 
speed while the Herbert register- 
ed six out of thirty at the same 
range and speed. One of the Leary’s 
shells struck the V-43 on the bridge 
and the other hit the starboard bow 
head-on and passed entirely through 
the ship. The six hits registered 
by the Herbert on the S-132 did 
much damage. Three struck at the 
waterline amidship, one went 
through the bridge and one each 
through each of the two funnels on 
the Germen ships. 

The gunners on the battleships 
raked the two destroyers fore and 
aft. The Delaware’s gunners near- 
ly cut down the mainmast of the 
5-132 and set the afterhouse on 
fire, besides scoring mamy hits in 
the hull, both along and above the 
waterline. The Florida also rallied 
her target, shell after shell crash- 
ing through her hull and decks as 
well as superstructure.

~TARDING PLAN 


Harding and Entire Offi- 
cial Body Declare for 
Reorganization of Exec-

Washington, July 15.—Presideat 
Harding and his entire cabinet are 
working to effect administrative 
economies such as may permit of a 
reduction in the per capita tax on 
the country. 

Friday’s cabinet meeting was de- 
voted largely to discussion of what 
has and may be done to accomplish 
this is co-operation with the direc- 
tof of the budget, Charles Dawes, 
and Walter Brown, head of the joint 
congressional committee on depart- 
mental reorganization. 

_AS a resuit, it may be authorita- 
tively stated, a number of important 
steps are taking definite form. 

While not ‘committed definitely to 
the idea, President Harding is tak- 
ing cognizance of the strong sup- 
port given the project, expected to 
be recommended by Brown's commit- 
tee, for a consolidation of the war 
and navy departments under a de- 
partment of national defense. 

2. The president and his cabinet 
will strongly recommend creation of 


carries with it a new secretary in 
the cabinet, and the consolidation of 
many widely distributed activities 
in welfare work. 

3. The president {1s further dis- 
pesed to regard the creation of a 
bureau of aviation under the pro- 
posed national defense department 
as a step recommending serious con- 
sideration. Consolidation of the ar- 
my and navy aid services under one 
bureau, he believes, not only would 
make for economy but also would 
co-ordinate and centralize creative 
genius in this important branch of 
national defense. 

4. The war department is working 
out a program by which old, useless 
forts and other properties originaily
